The nation apparently took

beart advice that caution and care 
would be rewarded in the New 
Tear. 
Americans bid 1949 farewell and 
said hello to 1950 by dodging the 
violence which was to take an es- 
timated 330 lives in traffic slaugh- 


ter alone. 
Th'e extended New eYar holiday 
was not without tragedy—death 
still reigned on the highway and 
flre and violence took a wicked 
toll. 
But the holiday week end 


moved to a close woith accidental 
deaths running considerably low- 
er ,than expected. 
The National 
Saf»ty 
Council, 


whose figures usually are an ac- 
curate forecast, predicted 330 per- 
sons would die between 6 p. m. 
Friday and midnight Monday, (lo- 
cal time) In traffic mishaps. The 
Council set no figure for other 
deaths. 
With the New Tear holiday 


week end in Its last day, trSfflc 
deaths rose to 213, well below the 
predicted 330. 
Forty-two 
lives 
were lost. in fires, and miscellan- 
eous accidents claimed 70 lives. 
The total of all violent deaths was 
325.During last week's three-day 
Christmas holiday, 
the 
Council 


said 435 would die In traffic trag- 
edies. The toll, based on an As- 
sociated Press survey, came 
to 


413, with another 167 dying 
in 


other accidents.

An ar- 
giitnent in the back seat of a taxi- 
cab led to their capture Saturday 
night. 
McPherson, a retired Shreveporl 
banker, said he drove through Lou- 
isiana, Arkansas, 
Missouri 
and 
Kansas before being bound anc 
put out of the car near Redfield 
Kas. 
"When those two men tied my 
wrists together with my own shoe- 
laces and bound my ankles togeth- 
er with.their handkerchiefs before 
they let me out of the car, they 
told me the only reason I had no' 
been mistreated was because I had 
courage and had obeyed their or- 
ders," McPherson said. 
He was released two hours later 


.by a passing farmer. 
The men were arrested shortly 
after they got into an argument In 
a taxicab in Wichita. During the 
argument Dauer fired three shots 
at Hutching, wounding him slight- 
ly.

Finland Preparing Answer 
To Accusations Of Russia 


HELSINKI, Finland, Jan. 
2.— 


UP)—Finland 
prepared a prompt 


answer today to Kremlin charges 
that this country is harboring more 
than 300 Russian war criminals in 
violation of 
the 
Soviet-Finnish 


peace treaty. It is abundantly clear 
here that the government regards 
the charges with the utmost grav- 
ity.A government committee began a 
study of the Soviet note containing 
the accusations, which arrived in 
Helsinki last night. The Finnish re- 


play is expected quickly, perhaps 
tomorrow, or even later today. 


There are several factors which 


cause political quarters to regard 
the new Soviet thrust as extremely 
serious. In the first place, this time 
the charges are made directly by 
the Soviet foreign ministry to the 
Finnish minister in Moscow, not 
in the press so so often in the past. 
In the second place, Finland has 


a presidential election coming up, 
probably next month, and there are 
t.hose who believe the Russian ac-

the Chinese Nationalists. 


Mr. Truman's 
reaffirmation of 
his stand against the use of Amer- 
ican troops in Formosa is said to 
have been made during a meeting 
of the National Security Council 
Thursday. 
Mr. Truman presided 
over the meeting, at 
the White 
House. 


Responsible informants said the 
council made no change in the 
American attitude toward Formosa 
despite many demands from mem- 
bers of Congress that the United 
States should in effect place the 
island under the protection of 
American forces. 
There were rumors that some 


congressmen had proposed that, the 
President seek a deal with Chiang 
whereby Americans would 
take 
over air bases on the island in ex- 
change for limited U. S. military 
aid.Senator Connally (D-Tex), chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Affairs 
committee, said last night he had 
heard of these reports. He had no 
further comment.

A passenger in the plane was not 
identified several hours after the 
crash. Their destination was list- 
ed as Oklahoma City. 
The plane burst 
into 
flames, 


setting fire to the cotton, when it 
crashed at 5:20 a. m. Twenty-five 
bales of cotton were burned. 


The men's bodies were burned 


badly.

The plane, an Aerocupe, took oft, 


circled the field twice and started 
losing altitude, then crashed.

Bliss, El Paso, Texas. Paul filed 
the flight plans as a civilian.

Noble in the past has blamed the 
attacks on a gambler he would not 
name. He has said the gambler 
was in the west. After his wife's 
death, Noble said the man respon- 
sible was "1500 miles away." 
The latest attempt on Noble's 


life came one week after Hollis 
DeLois (Lois) Green, tagged as a 
leader of Dallas' underworld, was 
shot to death at he left a Dallas 
night club. 
Green had been questioned in the 
explosion death of Mrs. Noble. 
Noble was questioned in

murder. 
Noble was on the operating table

little tune about faraway places 
would have been most appropriate 
for the holidays enjoyed by 
Martha Sullenberger, Corslcana s 
Unofficial roving ambassador. 


This year 
she has spent 
the 
Christmas season In Guatamala at 
places with exotic names which 
she also describes exotlcally in 
her letters home. 


Guatamala Is a symphony of ge- 


ranium, pink, coral, red, aquama- 
rine, gold, chartreuse, apricot and 
every tint of fuchsia and mauve, 
Miss Sullenberger reveals, adding 
that these are blended into color 
harmony. 


On a tour originating in Guata- 


mala City, Miss Sullenberger has 
had ample opportunity to enjoy 
coffee plantations and all the rich 
evidence of. Mayan culture. 
Among the 
tour points 
were 


Qutigua, 
Chichicastenango 
and 


Lake Atltlan. Qutigua Is described 
in Miss Sullenbercor's letters as 
being an earlier Spanish uolonial 
capital of Guatamala, 
devastated 


by earthquakes In 1773. The cata- 
clysm of nature was deemed a Just 
retribution for Spanish cruelty to 
native Indians. Colonial grandeur 
and exquisite architecture and carv- 
ing were discovered by the tourists 
fn the churches, convents, nunner- 
ies, government buildings and re- 
stored homes now exhibited as 
studios. 


Coffee plantations proved of un- 


usual Interest, too, according to 
the writer. 
Here 
coffee berries 


were grown under the shade of 
taller trees on shrubs pruned back 
to eight feet or less, so that the 
pickers can reach them and so 
they will be stocky In growth. The 
•berries now are turning red, she 
Writes. 
The time spent In Chichlcasten- 


ange was the most Interesting of 


the Indian year, writes Miss Sul- 
lenberger, who tells of the fiesta 
honoring St. Thomas, whose effigy 
on the church steps was the center 
of a seething mass of Indians. 
They danced by contingents all 
night, while roman candles show- 
ered stars on both the statues of 
the honored saint and the Virgin 
Mary. Later the effigies were re- 
turned to proper places In the 
church with formal ceremonials. 
Many Indian families and dancers 
wore passed by the tourists as 
they proceeded to Lake Atltlan. 


The lake resort is an earthly 


naradise, a Honolulu minus Walkiki 
Beach, Miss Sullenberger claims.

Pan-American clipper for Merlda, 
Yucatan, Mexico, "to make a whole- 
sale exploration of Mayan anti- 
quities to which I have been In- 
troduced in minor retail quantities 
In Guatamala." 
In a postscript Miss Sullenberger 


writes that her descriptive writ- 
Ing was given atmosphere bv the 
presence of exotic Central Amer- 
ican birds.

only factor leading to Lake Hal- 
bert's low level, according to Jack 
Everheart, head of the district 
Soil Conservation Service. 


"Adequate soil conservation prac- 


tices (such as terraces, etc.) will 
retard the runoff of a rain that 
measures less than one inch," Ev- 
erheart said. He pointed out how- 
ever, that conservation practices 
in the Lake Halbert Watershed 
would not affect the level of the 
lake to any great extent. 


Everheart 
explained the para- 


dox of little rain and bumper crops 
during the past year. 
He said that the rain we have 


had has been slow and light, and 
has seeped into the ground slowly— 
helping the crops and improving 
the underground water supply. 
"In other years when rainfall 
has been heavier we have not 
not had crops that were as Rood 
as last year, because much of the 
heavy rain went Into runoff, and 
into lakes and tanks," JSverheart 
explained. 
Everheart expressed the opinion 
that rainfall would get back to 
normal in the near future, and that 
the three-year stretch with below- 
average rainfall was quite a long 
one. 


"I don't think It will take too 


much rain in the watershed to 
bring the lake 'way up," he said.
